Dr.  E.  P.  Alldridge  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  Introduced  a  resolution 
declaring  that  no  one  who  belong* 
to  or  affiliates  with  any  state  or  local 
council  of  churches  which  Is  connect¬ 
ed  with  or  sponsored  by  the  Inter- 
council  Field  Department  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Council  of  Churches - shall 

be  eligible  to  serve  on  any  Board, 
agency  or  Institution  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion - .  The  effect  of  the  res¬ 

olution  would  have  been  to  allenata 
many  or  all  of  the  Washington,  D.  CL, 
and  Maryland  churches  and  many 
other  churches  in  various  parts  of 
the  Convention.  At  first  the  Conven¬ 
tion  seemed  to  be  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  the  proposal.  But  after  D*

admitted  that  he  was  connected  with

fieminary  (Negro)  which  was  sup¬ 
ported  by  Southern  Baptists  and  by 
the  National  Negro  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  which  was  a  member  of  the 
Federal  Council,  the  Convention  vot¬ 
ed  to  table  the  resolution.

Not  Joining  Federal  Council 
Some  seemed  to  understand  that 
the  Convention  was  voting  on 
whether  or  not  to  Join  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches.  That  was  not 
the  case.  Dr.  E.  C.  Routh,  retired  edi¬ 
tor  of  The  Commission  (Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  Magazine)  issued  the  fol¬ 
lowing  explanatory  statement: 

The  issue  in  the  proposed  amendment 
by  Dr.  B.  P.  Alldridge  to  the  OonsUtution 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was 
not.  as  many  thought,  whether  or  not 
the  Convention  should  join  the  Federal 
Council  or  the  World  Council  of  Church¬ 
es.  The  heart  of  the  question  was  whe¬ 
ther  any  Individual  who  is  associated 
with  any  organisation  presumed  to  be 
related  to  the  Federal  Council  of  Church¬ 
es  is  eligible  for  service  in  any  capac¬ 
ity  with  any  board,  agency,  or  institu¬ 
tion  of  the  Convention  .... 

The  American  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  of  Nashville  with  which  the 
author  of  the  proposed  amendment  has 
been  officially  connected  as  business 
manager  is  Jointly  maintained  by  the 
National  Baptist  Convention  which  is  a 
member  of  both  the  Federal  Council 
and  the  World  Council,  and  by  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  has  steadfastly  de¬ 
clined  to  Join  these  councils  and  we 
know  of  no  one  who  is  now  actively 
Peking  to  effect  such  a  relationship. 
The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  unan¬ 
imously  gone  on  record,  more  man 
once,  as  being  opposed  to  any  such  re¬ 
lationship. 

Except  for  a  brief  interim,  our  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference  of 
North  America  which  had  its  beginning 
fifty-five  years  ago.  Dr.  Robert  J.  Wil¬ 
lingham.  then  secretary  of  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  that  organization.  This  Conference 
not  ••council."  which  would  come  with¬ 
in  the  range  of  the  proposed  amendment, 
exercises  no  Jurisdiction  over  any  of  the 
organisations  constituting  its  member- 
«hip,  and  in  its  constitution  disclaims 
any  control  over  any  co-operating  or¬ 
ganisation.  It  does  not.  as  has  been 
stated  in  print,  direct  or  even  suggest 
where  missionaries  may  or  may  not  be 
sent  or  what  countries  any  missionary 
boards  may  occupy.  It  exists  only  to 
serve  in  a  consultative  and  advisory  ca¬ 
pacity  and  to  render  any  assistance 
that  may  be  desired  by  any  particular 
bc\rd  and  then  only  when  such  service 
M  requested.  I  can  certify,  from  first 
hand  acquaintance,  that  during  World

tut  ion  convey  to  the  members  of  Con¬ 
gress  our  hearty  approval  of  these 
provisions  in  H.  R.  4643,  and  our 
strong  disapproval  of  the  omission 
in  Section  6  of  S.  246  of  the  word 
‘public*  before  the  words  ‘elementary 
or  secondary  school  purposes.’ 

2.  I  recommend  that  this  Conven¬ 
tion,  affirming  its  devoted  support  of

By-Law  7  Changed 

The  Convention  was  unanimous  In 
its  desire  to  change  By-Law  7.  Brief¬ 
ly,  this  By-Law  called  for  a  state 
caucus  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first 
day  of  the  Convention.  At  this  caucus 
three  names  were  to  be  selected  for 
each  Board.  Commission  and  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  with  one  of  the  three 
being  nominated  by  the  Convention. 
The  plan  was  never  popular  with  the 
majority  of  the  Convention  Messen¬ 
gers. 

On  motion  of  Rupert  Nancy.  By- 
Law  7  (1)  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  ‘The  Committee  on  Boards, 
Commissions,  and  standing  commit¬ 
tees  shall  be  composed  of  one  mem¬ 
ber  from  each  state,  who  shall  be 
nominated  to  the  Convention  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees."

000,000  for  1950,  an  increase  of  $2,500,- 
000  over  1949.  The  first  four  million 
dollars  will  be  divided  on  the  usual 
percentage  basis.  The  next  $2,500,000 
will  be  distributed  to  apply  on  the 
capital  needs  of  the  various  agencies 
as  specified  at  the  1947  Convention. 
All  receipts  above  $8,500,000  will  be 
given  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
for  Its  Advance  Program.  Under  this 
program,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
hopes  to  have  1.750  missionaries  In  35 
countries,  compared  with  650  now  in 
25  countries. 

Other  recommendations  of  the 
Executive  Committee  which  were 
adopted  were: 

1.  That  a  supplemental  offering  for 
the  Cooperative  Program  be  taken 
on  Sunday  June  11  or  the  nearest 
convention  8unday. 

2.  That  an  offering  for  World  Re¬ 
lief  and  the  Baptist  Alliance  work 
be  taken  on  World  Alliance  Sunday. 

3.  That  the  Convention  recognize 
the  right  of  agencies  to  make  Interim 
appointments  to  Boards  and  Commit¬ 
tees. 

4.  That  the  meeting  place  of  the 
Convention  be  named  two  years  In 
advance;  that  the  main  floor  of  the 
Convention  auditorium  be  reserved 
for  messengers;  that  admission  to  the 
main  door  of  the  auditorium  be  upon 
presentation  of  badge;  that  visitors 
to  the  Convention  be  admitted  to  all 
seats  not  reserved  for  messengers. 

The  Convention  rejected  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  that  would  provide  for  a  reg¬ 
istration  fee  of  two  dollars  for  each 
person  registering  aa  a  messenger. 
The  purpose  of  this  was  to  provide 
funds  for  the  expenses  of  the  con¬ 
vention  In  the  entertaining  city.  In¬

She  has  taught 
piano  at  the  seminary  for  several  years 
and  still  maintains  her  studio.

She  is  liv¬ 
ing  now  in  Los  Angeles  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  Mr.  Lemoyn  Michels,  and  their 
two  small  children.

USHERING  LESSONS 

OKLAHOMA  CITY,  Okla.—  (RNS)— 
Three  easy  lessons  on  how  to  be  a 
good  church  usher  were  given  at 
the  Oklahoma  City  University  down¬ 
town  school  here. 

They  were  given  by  B  M.  Hosman,

He  tells  his  students  at  Omaha— 
about  30  each  semester — exactly  what 
an  usher  shouldn’t  do.  Often  he  takes 
them  to  church  to  demonstrate  what 
he  means. 

Here  are  a-  few  tips  for  ushers  from 
expert  Hosman: 

Don’t  slap  members  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  an  the  back;  but  don’t  look 
too  stern,  either. 

Lead  churchgoers  to  a  seat 
quickly,  don’t  let  them  roam  about. 

If  an  important  part  of  the  service 
is  going  on,  a  good  usher  keeps  late¬ 
comers  waiting  until  that  phase  is 
ended. 

And,  finally:  a  good  usher  main¬ 
tains  a  reverent  bearing  at  all  times.

(Partial  Report) 

In  cheerful  compliance  with  the 
request  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
we  afe  making  this  report  aa  brief 
as  possible,  at  the  same  time  report¬ 
ing  the  salient  facts  of  the  unprec¬ 
edented  progress  of  the  Brotherhood 
movement  during  1948. 

After  all,  the  most  Important  phas¬ 
es  of  spiritual  progress  cannot  be  ade¬ 
quately  portrayed  in  a  statistical  ta¬ 
ble  We  cannot  post  spiritual  develop¬ 
ments  upon  a  blackboard  or.  for  that 
matter,  in  an  annual  report. 

It  would  be  a  very  simple  matter 
to  say  that  there  are  now  function¬ 
ing  Brotherhoods  in  3,480  churches, 
and  that  the  enrollment  in  these 
Brotherhoods  is  approximately  125,000 
men.  But  such  statistics  would  give 
us  only  a  vague  idea  of  what  125,000 
men,  promoting  the  whole  program 
of  their  churches  and  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation.  really  mean  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  throughout  the  world. 

It  would  also  be  a  simple  matter 
to  say  that  sixteen  of  the  twenty-one 
convention  states  now  have  Brother¬ 
hood  departments  and  Brotherhood 
secretaries,  whereas  twelve  years  ago 
there  were  only  two  states  with 
Brotherhood  departments.  This  would 
surely  set  forth  a  very  remarkable 
progress  of  the  Brotherhood  move-

ment,  but  such  a  statistical  statement 
could  never  fully  convey  an  adequate 
idea  of  the  contribution  that  sixteen 
consecrated  Brotherhood  secretaries, 
with  well-financed  Brotherhood  de¬ 
partments  are  making  to  the  life  of 
the  churches  within  their  respective 
states,  and  to  the  general  work  of  the 
denomination  throughout  the  world. 

Again,  it  would  be  a  very  simple 
matter  to  say  that  between  six  hun¬ 
dred  and  seven  hundred  new  Bro¬ 
therhoods  were  organized  in  1948,  but 
this  would  not  by  any  means  give 
the  complete  picture.  We  can  catch 
something  of  the  force  of  this  new 
development  when  we  realize  that  it 
means  between  fifteen  thousand  and 
twenty  thousand  men  newly  deter¬ 
mined  to  give  their  best  to  their 
churches  and  to  every  Christian  en¬ 
terprise. 


Last  year  saw  the  largest  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Brotherhood  literature  in  any 
single  year  of  Brotherhood  history. 
The  Brotherhood  Journal  reached  the 
peak  of  forty  thousand  a  quarter, 
and  will  easily  pass  the  fifty  thous¬ 
and  mark  in  1949.  Hundreds  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  stewardship  tracts,  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  every  section  of  the  con¬ 
vention  territory. 

The  Brotherhood  lapel  emblem  is 
worn  by  thousands  of  men,  and  in  a 
short  while  will  probably  be  as  popu¬ 
lar  as  the  emblems  of  our  civic  clubs. 
It  is  a  distinguishing  symbol  of 
Christian  interest.

Points  for  Judging 
In  The  Music  Festivals 

Many  inquiries  are  being  made  as 
to  the  points  that  will  help  in  de¬ 
termining  the  ratings  for  the  coming 
festivals  in  ensemble  and  hymn  play¬ 
ing.  Below  is  a  list  of  points  as  listed 
on  the  Adjudication  Sheet  to  be  used 
this  year.  INTONATION— Soprana, 
alto,  tenor,  bass,  ensemble.  TONE— 
quality,  quantity,  blend,  freedom, 
balance.  ACCURACY— note  values, 
steadiness,  dynamics,  rhythm,  flow, 
breathing.  INTERPRETATION— Tra¬ 
dition,  tonal  balance,  phrasing,  con¬ 
trast.  attacks,  releases,  proportion, 
unity.  tempo,  general  effect. 
DICTION— purity  of  vowel,  precision 
of  consonants,  pronunciation,  enun¬ 
ciation.  APPEARANCE— Stage  de¬ 
portment,  posture. 

Each  festival  will  select  a  group  of 
judges  who  will  rate  each  ensemble 
and  hymn  player  as  to  Superior,  Ex¬ 
cellent,  Good,  or  Fair.  Each  ensemble 
and  hymn  player  will  progress  from 
one  festival  to  the  next  festival.  A 
rating  will  be  given  at  each  festival. 
Each  church  is  entitled  to  one  en¬ 
semble  of  any  type  selected  by  the 
church.  It  is  generally  understood 
that  most  of  the  ensembles  will  be 
made  up  of  intermediates  and  young 
people.  It  is  not  advisable  to  mix 
young  people  and  intermediate  voices 
with  adults.  A  church  may  use  an 
adult  ensemble  if  a  young  peoples  en¬ 
semble  is  not  available. 

Each  church  is  entitled  to  one  jun¬ 
ior  hymn  player,  and  one  intermed¬ 
iate  hymn  player.  The  same  rules  ap¬ 
plying  to  the  ensembles  will  apply 
to  the  hymn  players. 

All  ensembles  and  hymn  players 
participating  in  the  District  Training 
Union  Convention  will  be  eligible  to 
enter  the  State  Music  Festival  next 
December  29  and  30.

Suggested  Flans  For  1950 

In  suggesting  plans  for  spiritual, 
numerical  and  financial  growth  In 
1950,  Dr.  Merrill  D.  Moore,  Director  of 
Promotion,  offered  the  following 
recommendations. 

1.  Spiritual  Revivals:  That  all  of 
our  work  be  purposely  directed  to¬ 
ward  spiritual  revival  and  that  we 
urge  all  of  our  people  to  pray  and 
labor  toward  that  end,  giving  partic¬ 
ular  cooperation  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  program  of  evangelism,  and 
the  simultaneous  revivals  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River  in  1950,  and  east  of 
the  river  in  1951. 

2.  Cooperative  Program:  That  we 
reaffirm  our  conviction  that  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  is  the  fundamental,  effective, 
and  indispensable  channel  of  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  needs  of  all  of  our 
work. 

3.  Vacation  Bible  School  Offering: 
That  we  urge  all  Vacation  Bible 
School  officers  to  promote  the  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  school  offerings  for  the 
Cooperative  Program,  according  to 
the  recommendation  of  the  Vacation 
Bible  school  department,  rather  than 
for  designated  causes. 

4.  Stewardship  Promotion:  That 
stewardship  promotion  be  focused  in 
the  months  of  October  and  Novem¬ 
ber,  1949. 

5.  Christian  Stewardship  Week: 
That  the  Promotion  Committee,  the 
state  secretaries,  pastors,  churches, 
organizations,  and  departments  of

Baptist  Hour  to  Be  Full-Time 

The  Radio  Commission,  Dr.  S.  F. 
Lowe,  Director  based  his  report  on 
the  word  "FAITH”— The  Growth  of 
Faitb;  The  Fruits  of  Faith;  The  Ex¬ 
pectancy  of  Faith  and  The  Ventures 
of  Faith.  He  also  announced  that  the 
Baptist  Radio  Hour  will  be  on  a  full 
time  basis  beginning  the  first  Sun¬ 
day  in  October  and  the  estimated 
yearly  cost  will  be  $240,000. 

Baptists  having  become  accustomed 
to  reaching  goals  it  was  not  surpris¬ 
ing  that  the  offering  taken  on 
Wednesday  night  for  Convention  ex¬ 
penses  with  a  goal  of  $5,000  actually 
amounted  to  $5,265.  Dr.  Louie  D.  New¬ 
ton  of  Atlanta  was  in  charge  of  the 
offering. 

Theological  Recommendations 

After  hearing  the  report,  of  the 
Committee  to  Study  Theological  Edu¬ 
cation  of  which  Dr.  John  H.  Buchan¬ 
an  was  chairman,  the  Convention  re¬ 
affirmed  its  interest  in  the  education 
of  its  ministers  by  adopting  the  12 
recommendations  of  the  committee 
and  the  addition  of  number  13.  The 
recommendations  follow: 

1.  That  It  be  the  purpose  and  in¬ 
tention  of  this  Convention  to  pro¬ 
ject  a  long  range  program  of  thelogi- 
eal  education  seeking  to  meet  the 
needs  as  far  as  possible  of  all  our 
churches  and  ministers. 

2.  That  in  the  formation  and  pro¬ 
motion  of  such  a  plan  we  ask  the 
patient,  prayerful  and  practical  co¬ 
operation  of  all  our  agencies  and  all 
our  people. 

3.  That  we  ask  our  college  and 
seminary  authorities  to  give  careful 
consideration  to  the  Howard  College 
Extension  plan  with  a  view  to  adopt¬ 
ing  or  modifying  and  adopting  it,  or 
some  other  plan  for  the  benefit  of 
men  who  cannot  or  for  any  reason, 
do  not  attend  some  regular  institu¬ 
tion  of  learning. 

4.  That  we  ask  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  to  discuss  with  the  Inter- 
Seminary  Council,  and  to  take  up 
with  the  colleges:  (1)  the  matter  of 
providing  and  recommending  pre- 
theological  courses  for  ministerial 
students.  In  line  with  the  recommen¬ 
dations  of  the  American  Association 
of  Theological  Schools,  and  (2)  to 
suggest  advisors  for  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  who  because  of  age,  family  con¬ 
ditions  or  other  causes  find  it  Im¬ 
possible  to  attend  seminary. 

5.  That  the  present  plan  adopted 

by  this  Convention  In  1946  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  both  operating  and  capital 
needs  of  our  existing  seminaries  be 
carried  out,  recognizing  the  fact  that 
their  needs  are  even  greater  now 
than  when  the  survey  was  made  In 
1945.  i 

6.  That  two  new  seminaries,  one  In 
the  West  and  one  In  the  East,  be  es¬ 
tablished  as  soon  as  suitable  site* 
can  be  had  and  adequate  plans  be 
made  for  financing  the  same  without 
Injury  or  impairment  to  our  existing 
seminaries. 

7.  We  further  recommend  that  a

ing,”'said  Dr.  Raley,  "are  our  train¬ 
ing  centers.  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact 
In  our  history  that  they  are  not  now 
receiving  nor  have  they  ever  re¬ 
ceived  a  Just  share  of  support  of  the 
services  they  are  expected  to  render. 

"If  we  succeed  in  the  future,  we 
must  make  available  to  our  institu¬ 
tions  an  equal  support  to  that  given 
the  tax-supported  schools  In  the 
near-by  towns,”  he  declared. 

'Shock  Troops’  Needed 

"These  institutions  of  higher  learn¬ 
ing  constitute  the  training  center  for 
the  shock  troops  of  the  Ideological 
war  that  is  sweeping  the  earth.  Con¬ 
tinuity  of  our  way  of  thought  and 
life  is  dependent  wholly  on  the  suc¬ 
cessful  educational  program  of  the 
Institutions. 

"We  cannot  trust  the  training  and 
education  of  our  leaders  to  any  other 
hands.  The  time  is  right  now  for 
strong  and  dynamic  men  to  move 
out  with  daring  action  and  guarantee 
the  support  of  the  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities  of  the  Southern  Baptist  con¬ 
vention,”  Dr.  Raley  said. 

Gaines  S.  Dobbins,  Kentucky,  pre¬ 
sented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Church  Organizations,  with  the 
following  recommendation,  which  was 
adopted:  “We,  therefore,  recommend 
(1)  a  reaffirmation  of  the  report  of 
last  year;  and  (2)  that  a  committee 
of  ten  be  appointed  by  the  Convention 
for  further  research  and  conference 
on  the  matters  under  consideration 
and  other  related  matters,  this  com¬ 
mittee  to  be  composed  of  four  pas¬ 
tors,  two  educational  directors,  two 
teachers  of  religious  education,  and 
two  lay  workers.” 

Study  Course  Credits  Interchangeable 

Dr.  Dobbins  also  reported  that  free 
interchange  of  study  course  credits 
for  comparable  subjects  had  been 
agreed  upon  by  the  various  agencies 
and  had  been  put  into  effect.  Agree¬ 
ment  was  likewise  reached  to  pro¬ 
ceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  the  In¬ 
stitution  of  a  church-supported  and 
church-directed  system  of  unified, 
cumulative  study  courses.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  also  recommended  a  25  per 
cent  over-ail  reduction  In  the  number 
of  meetings  and  not  more  than  one 
associations!  meeting  per  quarter. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommen¬ 
dation  that  a  committee  of  ten  on 
Church  Organizations  be  appointed. 


hoods  in  3,485  churches  with  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  109,051  men.  Approxi¬ 
mately  700  Brotherhoods  were  organ¬ 
ized  in  1948.  There  are  now  Brother¬ 
hood  departments  under  the  direction 
of  Brotherhood  secretaries  in  16  of 
the  21  states. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
Wednesday  evening  session  was  the 
address  of  the  president.  Dr.  R.  G. 
Lee.  In  his  usual  eloquent  manner  Dr. 
Lee  likened  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  the  human  body.  "Our 
Convention,”  said  he,  “Is  a  beautifully 
proportioned  body  with  strength — an 
all-Southern,  all-American,  all- world 
athlete  capable  of  daring  exploits  for 
Christ.

VBS  Reports  Growth 

The  Sunday  School  Board  report 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  L.  Hol¬ 
comb,  Executive  Secretary  stated  that 
the  past  year  showed  the  largest 
Sunday  School  gain— 303,669— In  the 
history  of  the  Sunday  School  Board. 
Training  Union  enrollment  also  show¬ 
ed  a  record  growth  to  reach  1,078,828. 
The  Vacation  Bible  School  reported  a 
total  enrollment  of  1,175,535  during 
1948.  Total  circulation  of  all  publi¬ 
cations  issued  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board  was  35,498,542  for  1949.  Total 
business  receipts  for  the  year  were 
$7,108,288.  Total  expended  by  the 
Board  in  Denominational  work  in¬ 
cluding  promotional  items  was  $876,- 
767. 

Dr.  John  W.  Raley,  president  of  Ok¬ 
lahoma  Baptist  university  urged  bet¬ 
ter  financing  of  institutions  of  high¬ 
er  learning. 

Dr.  Raley’s  statement  was  made  af¬ 
ter  Charles  D.  Johnson,  chairman  of 
the  Education  Committee,  told  the 
convention  present  enrollment  is 
nearly  100  per  cent  above  prewar  lev¬ 
els  and  steps  must  be  taken  to  expand 
facilities  of  Baptist  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities. 

"Our  institutions  of  higher  leam- 
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unified  financial  appeal  be  launched 
for  financing  the  whole  long  range 
seminary  program  (mentioned  in 
recommendation  number  1  above)  in¬ 
cluding  the  needs  of  the  seminaries 
we  already  have  and  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  two  others,  this  appeal  to 
seek  contributions  from  individuals 
and  corporations  in  addition  to  re¬ 
ceipts  for  capital  needs  already  pro¬ 
vided  for  through  the  Cooperative 
■program. 

8.  That  this  Convention  appoint  a 
committee  of  one  from  each  state  to 
promote  the  long  range  seminary 
program  in  cooperation  with  this 
Convention  and  the  several  state  con¬ 
ventions. 

9.  That  such  committee  be  author¬ 
ized  to  recommend  sites,  enlist  fi¬ 
nancial  support,  draw  up  charters, 
and  perform  other  necessary  duties 
pertaining  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
above  recommendations. 

10.  That  the  memorial  relative  to 
the  Golden  Gate  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary.  and  all  other  correspondence 
relative  to  the  location  and  establish¬ 
ment  of  seminaries  be  referred  to 
this  new  Committee  on  Theological 
Education. 

11.  That  all  actions  of  this  commit¬ 
tee  be  subject  to  ratification  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  or  its 
Executive  Committee. 

12.  That  the  Convention  provide 
out  of  its  expense  budget  the  neces¬ 
sary  expenses  of  this  committee,  the 
total  to  be  determined  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  the  Convention. 

IS.  Since  the  Committee  reporting 
to  this  Convention  on  theological  ed¬ 
ucation  did  not  regard  Bible  Schools 
which  seek  to  serve  God-called  men 
who  are  not  college-trained,  and  who 
because  of  age  and  limited  previous 
school  cannot  enter  college,  as  com¬ 
ing  within  the  purview  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  as  evidenced  by  conclusion,  it 
is  understood  that  the  new  Commit¬ 
tee.  whose  appointment  is  called  for 
in  Recommendation  8  of  the  report, 
be  instructed  to  give  careful  study  to 
the  work  of  such  Bible  schools  with 
a  view  to  the  obtaining  or  establish¬ 
ing  of  an  institution  to  serve  the  host 
of  God -called  preachers  who  cannot 
obtain  the  training  they  desire  in 
the  colleges  or  seminaries.

Constitution  Amended 

As  •  brake  upon  hasty  action  the 
foiled***  amendment  to  the  Consti¬ 
tution  was  adopted:

before  action  is  taken  upon  it.

New  Orleans  Hospital 
Reports  27,472  Patients 

Dr.  Frank  Tripp.  Superintendent  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  at  New 
Orleans  reported  that  the  Hospital 
admitted  more  patients  during  ms 
than  any  year  of  its  history— 27 .472— 
with  2.555  births  reported. 

Free  service  was  given  during  the 
year  in  the  amount  of  approximately 
$65,000 

In  addition  to  the  hospital  at  New 
Orleans,  the  Southern  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital  has  recently  cooperated  In  the 
establishment  of  the  Baptist  Memor¬ 
ial  Hospital  of  Jacksonville.  Florida. 
A  campaign  for  funds  has  been  under 
way  for  several  months  and  approxi¬ 
mately  $600,000  has  been  subscribed. 

There  is  need  of  additional  funds 
with  which  to  build  a  new  addition 
to  the  New  Orleans  hospital  and  to 
underwrite  the  expenses  of  the  train¬ 
ing  program  for  doctors  and  nurses. 
All  of  these  expenses  now  have  to 
come  from  the  paying  patients,  and 
the  superintendent  believes  it  not 
morally  right  for  the  paying  patient 
to  be  required  to  pay  hospital  rates 
which  include  the  necessary  funds  for 
capital  improvements  and  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  doctors  and  nurses.  An  appeal 
Is  made  to  the  convention  to  make 
additional  funds  available  to  the  hos¬ 
pital  in  order  that  good  service  might 
be  given  to  the  patient  at  a  rate  the 
patient  can  pay.

The  amount  disbursed 
through  the  relief  department  was 
the  all-time  high  of  $237,000,  nearly 
$13,000  more  than  was  received  for 
that  purpose.  More  adequate  support 
of  this  phase  of  our  work  must  be 
forth-coming,  or  these  aged  will  suf¬ 
fer  privation  and  want.  The  Calendar 
of  Denominational  Activities  suggests 
an  annual  offering  from  the  church¬ 
es  for  this  relief  ministry.  All  church¬ 
es  not  responding  to  this  suggestion 
are  urged  to  do  so  sometime  In  the 
present  year. 

The  year  1948  was  a  great  year  for 
the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  report  made  by  Miss 
Alma  Hunt,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union.  Miss 
Hunt  was  presented  by  the  WMU 
president,  Mrs.  George  R.  Martin. 

60th  WMU  Anniversary 
The  year  1948  marked  the  60th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  founding  of  Wo¬ 
man's  Missionary  Union  by  a  group 
of  women  with  zeal  for  missions  and 
vision  for  a  future  program  of  mis¬ 
sionary  education.  From  this  smaH 
beginning  has  grown  a  Union  which 
in  its  60th  year  reached  875,298  wo¬ 
men  and  young  people  in  49.613  dif¬ 
ferent  organizations.  K  is  gratifying 
to  report  6,488  new  organizations,  of 
which  5,199  are  for  young  people.  The 
total  gifts  to  all  causes  in  1948  ex- 
cfdeed  those  of  any  previous  year. 

Because  missions  is  the  very  heart 
of  Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  mis¬ 
sion  study  is  one  of  its  chief  em¬ 
phases.  In  1948,  there  were  36,642 
mission  study  classes  held  in  Woman’s 
Missionary  Societies  and  29,460  in 
young  people’s  organizations,  making 
a  total  of  66,102.  This  is  a  marked 
increase  over  previous  records. 

Through  Ks  entire  60  years  Wo¬ 
man’s  Missionary  Union  has  sought 
to  teach  tithing  and  stewardship  of 
possessions.  It  recognizes  the  best 
means  of  supporting  missions  is 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
encourages  its  members  to  increase 
their  gilts  through  this  channel. 

The  advance  program  of  missions 
adopted  by  Southern  Baptists  will 
require  Increased  gifts.  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union  will  work  diligently  to 
help  meet  this  need  and  to  attain 
the  Convention  goals  of  “Fifty-Fifty 
by  1950”  and  “Every  Baptist  a  Ttther.” 

Since  the  year  1888  when  the  call 
came  for  missionaries  for  China,  Wo¬ 
man's  Missionary  Union  has  promoted 
weeks  of  prayer  for  missions.  During 
these  weeks  offerings  have  been 
brought  which  have  enabled  the 
Boards  to  lengthen  the  cords  and 
strengthen  the  stakes. 

Through  the  Margaret  Fund,  schol¬ 
arships  are  granted  to  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  missionaries.  Last  year 
126  students  were  thus  helped. 

In  1948  the  WMU  Training  8cbool 
at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  had  the 
largest  graduating  class  in  its  history. 
From  that  class  twelve  have  gone 
to  Nigeria,  Palestine,  China,  Japan, 
Brazil,  and  Mexico.  Seven  others  have

lands.  Two  are  serving  under  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  two  are  state 
field  workers,  and  thirteen  are  edu¬ 
cational  directors. 

Social  Service  Moves  To  Memphis 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Com¬ 
mission  was  ably  presented  by  its 
Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  Hugh  R. 
Brimm.  He  stated  that  plans  are  be¬ 
ing  made  to  move  the  headquarters 
from  Louisville  to  Memphis  which 
is  a  more  central  location. 

According  to  Dr.  Brimm: 

“The  Commission  has,  during  the 
year,  promoted  the  following  confer¬ 
ences  in  local  churches  of  the  Con¬ 
vention:  (1)  ‘Religion  in  Life — Studies 
in  Applied  Christianity’  (2)  ‘Religion 
in  Life — Courtship,  Marriage,  and  the 
Family.’ 

“Our  monthly  publication,  Light,  Is 
released  ten  times  a  year.  It  is  avail¬ 
able  to  pastors  and  lay  leaders  at 
present  without  charge.  New  releases 
are  made  about  twice  a  month  to  the 
Baptist  state  papers. 

“The  Social  Service  Commission’* 
annual  ‘Conference  on  Christian  Liv- 
lnf  at  Ridgecrset,  N.  C.,  te  scheduled 
for  August  23-25.  The  vital  problem 
selected  for  analysis  and  study  this 
year  is  ‘Race  Relations’.” 

Foreign  Mission  Night 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  appealed  for  "something 
grandly  heroic  and  sacrificial  to 
quicken  the  pulse  beat  of  our  vast 
Baptist  family”  throughout  the  world 
when  he  addressed  the  audience  of 
15,000  at  the  foreign  mission  night 
at  Taft  Stadium. 

In  the  words  of  the  late  George  W. 
Truett  the  foreign  secretory  said,  “It 
is  high  time  for  Baptists  to  take  a 
great  step  forward,”  and  the  report 
of  the  Foreign  Board  stated  that 
the  advance  program  approved  by  the 
Convention  in  May,  1948,  is  well  under 
way. 

Four  Baptists  from  overseas,  dressed 
in  national  costume,  represented  four 
of  the  twenty-five  nations  in  which 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  work. 
The  Rev.  Y.  K.  Chnag  of  Shanghai, 
now  graduate  student  at  Southwestern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  outlined  the  advance 
program  of  the  All  China  Baptist 


Convention.  "We  shall  carry  on  the 
evangelization  of  our  country,”  he 
said,  “even  if  every  single  American 
is  compelled  to  evacuate.” 

Akiko  Endo  of  Tokyo,  student  at 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union  Training 
School,  Louisville,  Ky.,  said,  “The  re¬ 
markable  advance  of  Baptist  churches 
in  Japan  since  the  end  of  the  war  is 
the  result  of  the  hard  work  of  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  came  back  in  spite  of 
all  the  differences  and  shared  so  will¬ 
ingly  the  life  of  our  people.” 

Miss  Endo  declared,  “We  want  to 
prove  to  the  world  our  decision  to 
become  trustworthy  citizens  of  the 
family  of  nations  and  to  atone  for 
our  nation's  past  sins.  Problems  and 
hardships  overwhelm  us  >ut  God 
works  with  us  and  the  American 
Christians  are  our  friends.” 

Representing  Nigeria,  West  Africa, 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Adegbite,  an  honor  student 
at  Virginia  Union  University,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Virginia,  appealed  for  an  ad¬ 
vance  program  in  Christian  educa¬ 
tion.  "Mohammedanism  and  pagan¬ 
ism  have  long  dominated  our  coun¬ 
try,”  the  former  girls’  school  teacher 
and  mother  of  two  children  asserted. 
“But  today  communism  is  a  third 
contender.  Baptists  whose  mission  will 
celebrate  its  centennial  In  1950  must 
win  the  soul  of  West  Africa  for 
Christ.” 

South  America  was  represented  on 
the  foreign  mission  night  program 
by  Timoteo  Gatica  of  Chile,  who  was 
elected  in  1948  as  principal  of  the 
Baptist  academy  and  Junior  college 
at  Temuco,  succeeding  the  late  Agnes 
Graham,  Its  founder.  Graduate  stu¬ 
dent  at  the  University  of  Texas,  Mr. 
Gatica  spoke  for  the  liberating  in¬ 
fluence  of  evangelical  Christianity  in 
a  progressive  country  where  Roman 
Catholicism  still  claims  control. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Campbell  of  Little  Rock, 
Askansas,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  which  on  one  Sunday  in 
January  raised  $50,000  for  foreign 
missions,  gave  the  response  of  the 
churches  to  the  needs  for  advance 
overseas. 

Convention  Expands 

At  the  Saturday  morning  session 
the  Convention  announced  unani¬ 
mously  its  intention  to  expand  north¬ 
ward  and  westwrad  or  “anywhere 
with  or  without  reference  to  griev¬ 


ances  of  other  Baptist  ehurche*  m 
any  other  religious  body." 

The  action  was  aimed  at  settling 
once  and  for  all  the  boundary  dif¬ 
ficulties  between  Northern  and  South¬ 
ern  Baptists.  It  emphasizes,  also,  the 
evangelical  philosophy  of  Baptiste 
that  it  is  their  privilege  to  go  oat 
into  the  world  and  “preach  the  Gos¬ 
pel.” 

“This  liberty,  of  course,  should 
never  be  used  as  a  license  to  Injure 
the  work  of  other  bodies.”  the  resolu¬ 
tion  added.  The  resolution,  presented 
by  Dr.  T.  C.  Gardner,  state  training 
union  leader  of  Texas,  and  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  discuss  com¬ 
mon  problems  with  Northern  Bap¬ 
tists  was  passed  unanimously. 

Agreements  Are  Rejected 

The  messengers  also  voted,  in  the 
same  resolution,  that  “no  compact  or 
agreement  be  formed  with  any  or¬ 
ganization,  convention  or  religious 
body  that  would  place  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  in  a  compromising  position,  or 
would  appear  to  be  a  step  toward 
organic  union  with  religious  bodies 
that  do  not  believe  in  or  practice  the 
aforesaid  New  Testament  Baptist 
principles.” 

“The  shaking  of  the  world  In  two 
great  wars  has  shifted  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States,”  Dr.  Gard¬ 
ner  continued.  Southerners  have 
found  themselves  in  eastern, 
northern  and  western  communities. 
Because  of  their  distinctive  social  and 
religious  emphasis,  and,  encouraged 
by  their  comparatively  large  num¬ 
bers,  they  have  organized  churches, 
associations  and  state  convention* 
he  pointed  out.  Some  of  them  have 
requested  and  received  recognition 
by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Firm  Stand  Taken 

Thus,  Southern  Baptists  took  their 
stand  on  a  matter  which  has  been 
handled  with  kid  gloves  for  years 
as  their  work  has  expanded  north 
and  west  into  territory  technically 
reserved  for  Northern  Baptists.  It  In¬ 
cluded,  leaders  said,  their  work  In 
foreign  countries  where  agreements 
are  in  effect. 

The  convention  also  voted  to  form 
an  agency  to  protect  “our  citizens 
and  particularly  our  children  and 
youth,  from  lndesent,  suggestive,  sala¬ 
cious  and  generally  Immoral  material 
In  moving  pictures.  In  current  fiction 
and  other  literature,  in  radio  and 
television  programs,  and  other  media 
of  entertainment.” 

O.  K.  Armstrong,  staff  writer  of 
The  Readers  Digest  nad  former  stats 
legislator  of  Missouri,  who  Introduced 
the  resolution  said  his  motion  was  In¬ 
tended  to  establish  an  agency  which 
would  be  "widely  representative”  el 
Christian  people. 

“It  would  certainly  not  work  In 
competition  with  the  Catholic  ‘Legion 
of  Decency’,”  he  pointed  out  to  re¬ 
porters  later.  "It  should  go  hand  In 
hand  and  encompass  a  wider  group 
of  Christians  and  those  of  different 
faiths.  Plans  will  be  made  for  ths 
formation  of  that  agency. 

They  also  voted  to  ask  congress 
to  cut  the  red  tope  keeping  needy, 
persecuted  thousands  out  of  this 
country  and  to  allow  400,000  of  such 
persons  who  are  deserving  to  enter 
the  United  States.  That  motion  was 
presented  by  Dr.  R.  Paul  CaudlU, 
chairman  of  the  relief  committee  tor 
Baptists.  The  vote  was  the  reaffirma¬ 
tion  of  a  stand  token  at  a  previous

“On  the  night  He  was  betrayed”  (X 
Cor  11:23).  Thought  by  careful  students 
to  have  been  on  the  night  of  Thursday, 
April  6.  A.  D.  30.  This  the  time.  Oethse- 
mane.  a  word  which  means  “oil  press. ** 
It  was  what  the  easterners  called  a  gar* 
den.  in  which  stood  a  number  of  olive 
trees,  a  grove,  shall  we  say.  The  hill 
on  which  Jerusalem  is  situated,  slopes 
down  to  a  valley  drained  by  the  Brook 
Kidron,  beyond  which,  eastward  from 
Jerusalem,  the  Mount  of  Olives  slopes 
op  to  its  summit.  Gethsemane  was  on 
this  slope  of  the  Mount  of  Olives,  near 
the  roadway  which  led  from  Jerusalem 
across  the  Brook  Kidron  up  the  moun¬ 
tain  to  Bethany.  Here  at  the  entrance 
to  this  garden  of  olive  trees  Jesus  left 
eight  of  His  disciples,  taking  with  Him 
the  favored  three,  and  entered.  He  left 
the  three  a  hit  within  the  garden.  “And 
He  was  withdrawn  from  them  a  stone's 
cast  (Luke  22:41),  and  under  the  shade 
of  the  olive  trees.  He  prayed.  Such  the 
place. 

His  earthly  mission  had  now  sloped 
up  to  its  supreme  crisis.  His  last  mir¬ 
acle  of  healing  had  been  performed. 
His  last  word  of  exhortation  to  the  mul¬ 
titudes  had  been  spoken,  His  last  words 
of  sympathy,  of  Instruction,  of  predic¬ 
tion  had  been  uttered.

He  was  alone!  Do  you  know  what  that 
means?  Have  you  ever  been  so  soli¬ 
tarily  alone  that  you  felt  and  knew 
there  was  not  one  friend  near  you  upon 
whose  full  sympathy  and  understanding 
you  could  lean  in  your  hour  of  deep 
distress?  Our  Lord  was  human  as  you. 
Do  you  suppose  He  could  have  been  op¬ 
pressed  a  sense  of  failure  to  win  the 
leaders  of  His  people  to  fellowship  with 
Him  in  His  work  for  the  word  of  His 
Father?  And  now  He  needed  someone 
to  lay  a  strong  hand  upon  His  shoulder 
and  say  to  Him.  “I  know  Your  heart 
in  this  matter,  and  I  want  You  to  know 
that  I  understand  and  have  fellow-feel¬ 
ing  with  you?  There  was  no  one  to  do 
that,  hence.  He  was  alone.  Such  the 
circumstances.

not  let  go.  and  He  came  forth  victor. 

Hear  the  declaration  of  a  faith  that 
will  not  shrink:  "Father,  all  things  are 
possible  unto  Thee.'*  This  thing  He 
knew.  “Remove  this  cup  from  Me.” 
He  meant  the  contents  of  the  cup,  of 
course,  not  the  cup  but  the  contents, 
the  potion.  And  what  was  this?  It  was 
not,  certainly,  the  pangs  of  physical 
death,  no  more  was  it  the  peculiar  pangs 
of  death  of  the  cross;  but  I  think  it  was 
the  pressure  upon  His  sinless,  sensative 
soul  of  the  burden  of  the  sin  of  the 
world,  with  His  realization  of  what  the 
bearing  of  that  sin  involved  for  Him. 
He  was  to  be  made  a  curse,  to  be  made 
sin.  to  be  forsaken  by  God. 

His  pure  soul  recoiled  with  horror 
from  this  intimate  contact  with  sin. 
How  different  is  He  from  us  who  em¬ 
brace  that  which  so  horrified  Him!  But 
He  must  come  into  this  intimate  con¬ 
tact  with  sin.  else  He  could  not  save. 
Here  then,  was  the  point  at  issue: 
Should  he  yield  His  will  to  the  Fa¬ 
ther’s?  Should  the  human  win  in  the 
combat?  Two  natures  struggled  for  mas¬ 
tery  of  the  one  person,  and  It  was  a 
Moody  struggle.

FM  Equipment  If  Needed 
Not  only  do  we  hare  a  modern  re¬ 
cording  studio  that  would  be  the  best 
that  could  be  used  in  an  FM  station 
if  we  were  to  secure  one.  but  we  hare 
facilities  for  making  copies  of  the 
programs  to  send  out  to  all  the  sta¬ 
tions  carrying  the  program. 

We  were  advised  last  week  that  the 
Baptist  Hour  of  Atlanta  was  going  to 
install  the  same  equipment  for  their 
programs.  Thus,  we  hare  led  the  way 
for  our  Baptist  work  orer  the  South 
and  our  equipment  will  be  the  same 
that  will  be  used  in  Atlanta. 

By  making  this  investment  a  good 
program  can  be  carried  0Y1  for  ap¬ 
proximately  $1,000  per  month.  It  will 
cost  the  same  to  run  for  9  months  as 
it  would  for  12  months  because  of  the 
difference  in  contacting  stations.  It 
has  taken  only  an  investment  of  some 
$5,000  in  equipment  and  the  Studio 
and  we  have  one  of  the  most  modern 
recording  studios  in  the  South.  Any 
program  could  be  recorded  in  the 
Baptist  Building  with  the  same  qual¬ 
ity  as  could  be  in  Atlanta.  We  are 
also  happy  to  say  that  the  Committee 
will  save  enough  on  transcriptions 
alone  to  pay  for  the  equipment  in  12 
months. 

Results  of  Poll
